The Second General International Sanitary Convention of the American 

Republics. 

This convention will be held in Santiago de Chile in March or April, 
1905. The exact date will be announced in the September Bulletin of 
the Bureau of the American Republics. 

The first convention was held in Washington on December 2, 1902, 
and before adjournment it was agreed that the next meeting should be 
held in Santiago de Chile in March, 1904. 

During the summer of 1903 yellow fever prevailed upon the Texas- 
Mexican border of the United States and at various points in Mexico, 
demanding upon the part of the sanitary authorities of the United 
States and of the Republic of Mexico vigorous repressive measures dur- 
ing that summer and fall and much vigilance during the early spring 
of 1904 to prevent a recurrence. 

It was impossible, therefore, for representatives of the public 
health authorities of the United States and of the Republic of Mexico 
to absent themselves from their respective fields of duty for the 
length of time necessary to proceed to Santiago de Chile and return. 
By and with the unanimous consent of the International Sanitary 
Bureau, therefore, it was decided to postpone the convention for one 
year. 

It should be stated here that this convention is quite distinct from 
any other international medical congress. It is official in character, 
and is to be held in accordance with resolutions adopted by the second 
international conference of the American States, held in the City of 
Mexico, October, 1901, to January, 1902, the said resolutions for- 
mulating an international sanitary policy. 

Active preparations are being made in the United States to insure 
a full representation, and it is expected that the meeting in Santiago 
de Chile will be of great interest. 
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
